•was mysteriously shot through the 
right chest at the Marsh Creek 
hunting camp in the South Moun- 
tains on the evening of July 30. 
1931. 


He had been spending some time 


at the camp to prevent the place 
from being broken into. Deardorff 
was at a spring for a drink of water, 
he told state police afterward, when 
he felt a stinging sensation in his 
chest and saw his clothing become 
saturated with blood. 


Crawls' for Aid - 


Walking and crawling to the Lin- 


coln 
highway, 
Deardorff 
was 


brought to the 
Warner 
hospital 


here, weakened by the loss of con- 
siderable blood. He remained a pa- 
tient at the local hospital for s^v-! 
eral weeks, and was discharged 
when he recovered. 


Although friends of the 
youth 


here believe Deardorff knew who 
shot him, he steadfastly refused to 
name his assailant, and just re- 
cently is reported to have said: 
"HI never tell." 
State police were 


unsuccessful in their efforts to lo- 
cate the youth's assailant. 


At the Waynesboro hospital, it 


was stated that Deardorffs last ill- 
ness was not directly attributed to 
the shooting, although 'it lowered 
his vitality.

formerly of Adams county, and is 
survived by four sisters, Mrs. David

Proposed Washington Monument 


Design Is On Display Here 


One of the most unique and attractive window displays iu Get- 


tysburg in connection with the observance of the George Washing- 
ton bi-centcnnial is that of the Hanover Steam bakery, Baltimore 
street. Horace Bender, manager. 


Mr. Bender has on display a miniature model, carved out of 


wood, of the Washington monument as it was originally designed 
to be. The original plans never \vcie completed and only the huge 
shaft was erected m the capital. 


The model, design was carved out of wood by the late John E. 


Bender, with a pen knife. The piece of handiwork was made in 
1855. Mr. Bender, grandfather of the local bakery manager, was 
born February 22, 1832. 


Th2 miniature model is 33 inches high, this including the huge 


stone shaft which was to be erected in the center of the circular 
memorial. The memorial is resting on a base 18 inches square. 32 
small pillars are the supports for the roof of the oval room through 
which the shaft reaches skyward. The oval feature is 13 inches in 
diameter. 


The proposed memorial resembles somewhat the Lincoln memorial, 


although it was designed to be round instead of square. It is not 
known why the complete memorial was not built.

Design Is On Display Here 


One of the most unique and attractive window displays in G et­ 
tysburg in connection with the observance of the George W ashing­ 
ton bi-centennial is th a t of the Hanover Steam bakery, Baltimore 
street, Horace Bender, manager. 
Mr. Bender has on display a miniature model, carved out of 
wood of the W ashington monument us it was originally designed 
to be. The original plans never were completed and oidy tile huge 
shaft was erected in the capital, 
The model design was carved out of wood by the late John E. 
Bender, with a pen knife. 
The piece of handiwork was made in 
1855. 
Mr. Bender, grandfather of tile local bakery manager, was 
born February 22, 1832. 
Tile m iniature model is 33 inches high, this including the huge 
stone sliaft which was to be erected in tile center of the circular 
memorial. Tile memorial is resting on a base 18 inches square. 32 
small pillars are the supports for the roof of tile oval room through 
which Hie shaft reaches skyward. The oval feature is 13 inches iii 
diameter. 
The proposed memorial resembles somewhat the Lincoln memorial, 
although it was designed to be round instead of square. 
It is not 
known why the complete memorial was not built.

Bendersville Settled 1811 


Not only was Bendersville founded j 


a century ago but it was also at that 
time that mail service was first given 
to that borough. Formerly, Ben- 
dersville was known as Wilsonville, 
after George Wilson, Sr., who was 
the .first postmaster. 


Bendersville was- actually settled 


in 1811 when it was patented to John 
Schlosser by the state. In 1819 the 
patent was secured by John Bender 
but it was not until thirteen years 
later, on November 10, 1832, that it 
was founded through the combined 
efforts of Henry, Conrad, Michael 
and John Bender. 


Gettysburg Divided 


Incorporated as a borough on 


March 10, 1806, Gettysburg held its 
first borough election the same year 
with the entire voting population 
casting their ballots at the same 
place. 
For twenty-six years the 


town consisted of but one ward but 
soon its rapid growth demanded a 
redistricting of voting and finally in 
1832 -the borough was divided into 
two .wards.

Preserving the Union 


"Pending development of this no- 


ble work the clouds of political dis- 
sension and sectional partisanship— 
against, wmcn Washington had most 
earnestly warned his countrymen— 
burst, and the devastating storm of 
a civil war enveloped the nation, 
threatening the very existence of the 
liberty our heroic Revolutionary an- 
cestors had so dearly bought'and so 
wisely tried to crystallize, through a 
constitution that was to be the 
greatest work ever struck off by the 
hand of man at a given moment. 


"We know that, to the preserva- 


tion of the union, Gettysburg and 
Gettysburg college furnished earn- 
est, patriotic men in plenty; highly 
resolved 
that 
this government, 


founded on liberty before the law, 
should not perish. 


"But for a time the forces of dis- 


union seemed to prevail and there 
came the confederate invasion. Here 
again, true to the purpose of its 
founders and its traditions, students 
from the college were among the 
first to offer resistance to the in- 
vaders. At least one writer has ex- 
pressed the belief that the tempor- 
ary check these inexperienced col- 
lege boys and their equally inexperi- 
enced comrades in arms gave to the 
advancing enemy, was a material 
factor in the final result of the 
battle. 


Fateful Battle 


"But they were too few and too 


untrained to stem the approaching 
tide of gray-clad veterans, and soon 
the fateful battle of Gettysburg was 
raging all around where we now 
stand. Again these grounds were 
hallowed to service amid th'e rattle 
of musketry and the roar of cannon, 
and sanctified by the blood of the 
men who here rendered that service 
jthat which none is greater—they 
gave their lives for their nation and 
their fellow-men. The confederate 
forces were repulsed; the union was 
saved: the stain of human slavery 
was wiped from the nation's es- 
cutcheon, and its blight lifted from 
the lives and the souls of its mis- 
taken and misled justifiers. 


"It so happened that this building 


was then devoted to one of the hu- 
mane features—perhaps the ,only 
humane feature—of war and used 
as a hospital for the wounded of 
both sides.

signed documents of various kinds a 
year later, undoubtedly she lived on 
until January 22, 1832. 


It is always best to refer to this gal- 


lant and beautiful woman as Mary 
Ludwig. so as not to confuse her with 
Mary Corbin, another woman of the 
Revolution, who was also known as 
"Molly Pitcher." 


Mary Ludwig had several husbands, 


and it is equally confusing to refer to 
her by the names of those worthy in- 
dividuals. Mary 
Ludwipr 
she 
was 


born, and as such she wll be remem- 
bered as long as Pennsylvania history 
endures. 


Prof. N. W. Moycr tells us that in 


her case the name "Molly Pitcher" 
was given because she carried pitchers 
of water from a well on the battlefield 
of Monmouth to hcep her husband's 
cannon from over-heating. That par- 
ticular husband's name was Johann 
Caspar Hayx and prior to the Revolu- 
tion he conducted a harbcr shop in 
Carlisle and also did some barbcring 
during the war. He was one of a 
number of military barbers who en- 
joyed the distinction of having shaved 
George Washington. 


It was the great Washington him- 


self who gave Mary Ludwig^thc^rank 
of sergeant for her unparaiicied brav- 
ery under fire at Monmouth. To the 
last she wore in her cap the Revolu- 
tionary cockade which George Wash- 
ington bestowed on her. 


Such a woman deserves a place in 


the Hall of fame, or in Capitol Hill 
Park. Harrisburg. instead of a rather 
masculine-looking statue in the old 
graveyard at Carlisle. 


Those who saw Mary Lndwig re- 


membered her through the years of 
her gracefulness and beauty. ^Despite 
her humble origin she was born to 
shine in a great world, but her life was 
one of toil and sadness. At her cen- 
tennial year she should come into the 
fulness of her fame.

merciful provision was made, or even 
contemplated; nor to come to the 
time when the wounded were not 
only uncared for but ruthlessly dis- 
patched; left to survive by their 
own efforts, or to perish miserably. 
Today there is a humanitarian sen- 
timent even in preparation for war. 
The idea of ruthless and wholesale 
slaughter no longer exists and the 
underlying purpose is to disable an 
enemy and destroy his potential re- 
sistance without also destroying his 
life. 
To this end, missiles have 


been developed that will disable but 
not necessarily kill and sentiment 
developed against barbarous and 
wantonly destructive weapons. To 
this end also, armies of the civilized 
nations are equipped with all known 
medical; 
sanitary 
and 
merciful 


means of safeguarding health and 
saving the lives of the sick and 
wounded, and with ample forces of 
highly trained medical personnel 
to minister to their needs and com- 
fort. Prisoners of war participate 
in this humane treatment as fully 
as the forces of their captors. 


Human Sympathy 


All this springs from one source 


and only one—the teaching of the 
doctrine of human sympathy by 
Jesus of Nazareth. That is the doc- 
trine that strongly differentiates the 
Christian religion from all other 
known moral codes. In no other re- 
ligion could the parable of the Good 
Samaritan find harmonious setting. 
That is the doctrine which caused 
this institution to be established 
and to flourish and that is the doc- 
trine which caused this building to 
be dedicated to a merciful purpose 
amid the din and turmoil of one of 
the world's most hard fought and 
fateful battles. And that is the doc- 
trine" which we confidently believe 
will eventualy eliminate war and 
forever still rumors of war. 


"It is entirely fitting, that this 


venerable building should be so 
marked as to become a memorial to 
that doctrine and an eternal witness 
to that faith; so inscribed that it 
shall forever teach the young men 
who come here to qualify themselves 
to serve and lead their fellow men, 
and visitors who look upon it, that 
the sublimes?1 of the human heart is 
mercy and the divinest precept of 
all time is the Golden Rule. 


"To this end the war department, 


that wants and works for nothing so 
much as peace, has provided a tab- 
let so inscribed as to turn the 
thoughts of its readers, toward mercy 
and human sympathy, and I now 
iiave the'privilege and the honor, Dr. 
Hanson, of entrusting the keeping 
and preservation of that tablet to 
you and to your associates, and suc- 
cessors for all time."

Picking the Presidents 


By Alexander R. George 


Washington (AP) — Prohibition, 


which promises to be one of the 
major issues in the current scram- 
ble for the 
presidency, made its 


first appearance in a 
national 


campaign just 60 years ago. 


James Black, dry lawyer of Lan- 


caster, Pa., was the first presiden- 
tial nominee of the temperance or 
prohibition party, and he received 
only 5,600 votes. 


Prohibition, however, was -not an 


issue in that 1872 campaign. It 
was hardly a topic of conversa- 


;ion, 
and it was not recognized in 


the platform of eithe major party. 


The only real "issue" in the '72 


campaign and the one preceding it 
n 1868, apparently was General 
Ulysses S. Grant, and the Issue 
then apparently was how large a 
majority he should be given. 


A Sensation In 1868 


In was in 1868 that one of Amer- 


ica's greatest 
political sensations 


took place. For the first and only 
time 
impeachment 
proceedings 


were brought against a president 
of the United States. 


President Lincoln had been as- 


sassinated, and Andrew Johnson, 
vice president, was in office. The 
republican controlled house im- 
peached Johnson, a union support- 
ing democrat, as the climax' of a 
bitter struggle between him and 
congress over reconstruction pol- 
icies. But the senate would not 
convict, and Johnson finished office. 


Grant Sweeps To Victory 


It was harly necessary to hold 
republican convention that year. 


Grant, "idolized captain of all the 
armies of the union," swept the 
north. 
"Grant and victory" was 


the republican slogan. 


The democrats met in the Tam- 


many wigwam in New York. . A 
bust of Washington looked down 
upon a picturesque gathering of 
"broad-brimmed Kentuckians, gray- 
coated Alabamians, long-hairec 
South Carolinians hirsute Arkan- 
sans and boisterous Oregonians." 


The democrats had considerable 


difficulty deciding on a candidate 
The party was virtually disrupted 
They designated the republicans 
as radicals and finally nominated 
Governor Horatio Seymour of New 
York as a compromise candidate. 


Grant defeated him by a major- 


ity of 305.000 votes, the electoral 
vote being 214 to 80. 


In 1872 Grant's nomination at 


Philadelphia, was as easy. Horace 
Greely, founder of the New York 
Tribune, 
bolted 
the 
republican 


party, 
denouncing "carpet 
bag 


iniquities, administration corrup- 
tion at home, and incompetence in 
foreign 
affairs." He was nomi- 


nated at a convention of liberal re- 
publicans, and the democrats meet- 
ing in Baltimore adopted the lib- 
eral republican platform and can- 
didate. 


Grant sat on the porch of his 


cottage placidly puffing cigar smoke 
through his black beard, while 
Greeley campaigned in a costume 
of linen pants, black alpaca coat 
and line duster. Grant 
received 


a plurality of 762.000 votes. 


When Grant's administration 


ended the United States was in the 
midst of one of its longest busi- 
ness slumps. 


Old-timers recall the election of 


1876 
as one of the most sensational 


of all races for the presidency. 


Samuel Tilden, New York demo- 


crat, apparently had a plurality of 
250,000 votes and 
203 electoral 


votes against 166 for Rutherford B 
Hayes, republican of Ohio. 


Election 
disputes followed: An 


electoral 
commission 
was 
ap- 


pointed, 
which, on strict 
party 


lines, decided that Hayes had 185 
electoral 
votes 
against 
184 _for 


Tilden. 


This decision the democrats de- 


scribed in the next campaign as 
"the great election fraud of 1876- 
77."

By Alan Gould 
(Associated Press Sports Editor I 
New York (AP)—Ifs a good brisk 
hop from either Japan or Haiti to 
the Olympic stadium at Los Angeles 
but the chances are that a pair of 
human kangaroos from these wide­ 
ly separated lands could make it, 
if hard-pressed and provided with 
the proper take-off. 
Only accident, bad luck or stage- 
fright, it would appear, can pre­ 
vent the Olympic broad jump cham­ 
pionship from bouncing off in the 
possession of either Chuhei Nambu 
of Japan or Sylvto Cator, two of 
the nimblest youths in competition 
since the boys used to leap from 
limb to limb. 
As the only athletes credited of­ 
ficially with Jumping more than 
26 feet from a flying take-off, they 
outclass the field in an event which 
has been won rather easily by the 
United States in seven of the past 
eight Olympiads. 
Calor Holds Record 
Cator holds the official 
world 
record of 26 feet, ‘4 inch, made at 
the Colombes stadium, Paris, short­ 
ly after he finished second to Ed 
Hamm in the U. 8. A. in the 1928 
Olympic championships in Amster­ 
dam. 
Our Haitian correspondent 
advises that Cator, in fine condi­ 
tion for the Olympic after 
six 
months of consistent training, 
is 
credited with exceeding his own 
record in practice. 
Nambu, last October, hopped 26 
feet, 2*4 inches at Tokio in the

Rare Grecian Vase 
Restored To Place 
In British Museum 


London ( A F ) -Once smashed to 
tiny fragments by a mad artist, 
the 
famous Portland vase, rare 
specimen of Grecian art, has been 
restored to the British museum. 
Three years ago its owner, the 
Duke of Portland, took it from the 
museum and put it up at auction. 
More than $100,000 was bid for it, 
but this was far below the reserve 
price, so the duke {Hit it in a bank 
vault. 
The vase was found in a tomb 
in Rome in the 16th century. It 
stands IO inches high and in milk 
white cameo against its dak body 
is told the love story of Peleus 
and Thetis.

puzzled experts—what ways the ma 
teriai that shone so black on winter 
days, but shed a deep, lustrous blue 
in summer’s sun? 
In 1945 a scene painter, William 
Lloyd, invaded the museum with a 
hammer and smashed the vase 
Then it was found to be glass.
